Only 34 riders lined up to start the 
Imperial Valley Motorcycle Club’s Hare 
Scrambles near El Centro last Sunday— 
half the usual turnout. Rain along the 
coast and snow in the mountains probably 
accounted for the short entry list. But 
down in the desert “oyster beds”, where 
the 60-mile course was laid out, weather 
stayed perfect for hare scrambling. 

Through the first loop, Niles Ussery 
(650 Triumph), Bill Silverthorn (250 
Montesa) and Don McCarley on the new 
Husqvarna 250ce works scrambler threw 
a terrific show. 

Then Niles destroyed a shock, Silver- 
thorn got off and McCarley relaxed to 
win the first American race for the Swed- 
ish brand (since many years) with a five 
minute lead over the rest of the pack.

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CONTROVERSY 


DEAR “BREEZEFINDER” 

Would like to call your attention to the 
feelings of the lowly free-lance riders, of 
which you seem aware of already. 

All of the point runs, calendar runs, off- 
calendar runs and the installation dance 
for the past two years have been made up 
of no less than 75% free-lance riders, in- 
cluding the overwhelming crowd at Death 
Valley. 


The RRC was approached by free-lance 
riders as well as members of different 
clubs, asking for the election of a repre- 
sentative for the free-lance riders. The 
answer was no. 

Hundreds of riders (not club members) 
make all the runs, and have put thousands 
of miles on their bikes, but for what? They 
don’t even get honorable mention, no 
points, or a thank-you for making the 
events a success. You have to be a club 
member for that. The RRC does not real- 
ize that they have to have both, because 
if they only had club members they could 
not survive. 

A great number of free-lance riders have 
put on more miles and contributed more 
to the ideals of better motorcycling than 
many of the club members, so why the 
prejudice, the discrimination and the un- 
sporting attitude? We are all members of 
AMA, in good standing. 

Is the RRC a committee or an exclusive 
club in which even other clubs are dis- 
criminated against? Do they just want our 
money, or us? If they don’t want us as 
individual motorcyclists, they should tell 
us. If they do want us, let them recognize 
us and give us the same chances as the

If you were in charge of classifying 
new heavyweight riders how would you 
process an application like that?

In his second 
appearance on my records (No, 754) he 
finished 9th overall heavyweight. ` 

You just don’t upgrade these riders until 
they become familiar with riding with 
heavyweight riders in their own class first. 
This is a proven factor for riders safety. 
Under District 37 rules we have authority 
to reclassify riders upward at our discre- 
tion, We give this a lot more thought than 
individuals realize.

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OPEN LETTER FROM THE M.R.. 

“Motorcycle Racers Incorporated” is a 
non-profit riders association, registered un- 
der the State of California Corporation 
Law. This association is dedicated to main- 
taining the highest racing standards pos- 
sible, for riders, owners and mechanics. 
The need for an effective riders association 
is obvious. It is mandatory that the people 
involved in motorcycle racing, stand up 
and be counted by putting forth their ef- 
forts toward the common goal “Profess- 
ionalism.” 

There have been many occasions when 
riders have suffered inequities at the hands 
of promoters and owners of racetracks 
throughout the nation. In order to correct 
these it is necessary to have an effective 
program of collective bargaining. Just stop 
and think; what impact has a single voice 
of protest in the path of authority? It is 
not hard to conceive, the impact is no- 
thing. 

The riders have two factions governing 
their profession, (1) The American Motor- 
cycle Association, and (2) Promotors and 
owners of racetracks. The A.M.A. governs 
the rules and conditions we race under. It 
is not our intent to undermine the A.M.A. 
because the majority of the races we com- 
pete in are under their jurisdiction and 
sanction, however there is much to be de- 
sired. Let’s ask ourselves the question — 
“Have motorcycle racers been given their 
due recognition?” The answer is obvious 
when you make a comparison of other pro- 
fessional sports of competition, where 
speed is the determining factor. 

It seems that every time someone tries 
to talk about the programs we are attempt- 
ing to put over, the response is one of dis- 
interest and apathy. Therefore the Motor- 
cycle Racers Incorporated have adopted 
the following resolutions: To submit pro- 
posals and bargain for up-to-date rule 


| changes, standard purses throughout the 


nation, improved insurance, better shows, 
safety conditions and other benefits, not 
now available to riders. It should be noted 
that, for the past three years, we have pro- 





posed that 40% of the gate be paid to rid- 
ers at all national dirt track events, and 
these proposals have been rejected by the 
National Competition Committee on each 
occasion. 

As a result of these circumstances, it is 
necessary to implement an organizing drive 
for new members and by the start of next 
season we hope to represent the majority 
of Formula “C” riders, owners and mech- 
anics throughout the nation. The Officers 
of the Motorcycle Racers Incorporated are: 
Neil Keen, President; Jerry Crivello, Sec- 
retary; Sam Tanner, Board Member; Ralph 
White, Board Member; Dennis “Blackie” 
Bruce, Board Member; Herb Litch, Board 
Member.

As soon as the winner of the I.V M.C. 
Hare Scrambles reined in his mount, we 
prevailed upon Husqvarna distributor Edi- 
son Dye. to let us try it across the rocky 
dunes. Ed says this is the forerunner of a 
determined assault on the American sport- 
ing market by the Swedish factory. Only 
forty bikes a month of the works replica 
moto-cross machine will be available for 
a while. Naturally the factory wants to 
win where it counts, so for the present, 
California will get them all. 


250 HUSQVARNA TRYOUT 

Still warm from victory, the 250cc single 
started on the first kick. Starter is on the 
left, shift on the right. Down for low. 
The gearbox feels stiff, but positive, The 
clutch had “grown”during the race, but 
slipped not. With our limited ability 
we were only able to stretch out 3rd gear 
to the limit rumning cross-grain over the 
dunes. At that speed (we'd guess 50-60 
mph) the front wheel has to spend a lot 
of time off the ground. The Husqvarna 
feels very reassuring in this attitude. 

The 19” front wheel simply becames 
weightless and, despite really fierce accel- 
eration, there isn’t a tendency to rare back, 
In other words, it’s a one-wheel wonder. 

Picking a path through hummocks and 
brush becomes more difficult at higher 
speeds. As long as one can steer with the 
throttle, it is a beautiful bike to control, 
and it should prove quite as spectacular 
on our TT courses as it is in European 
moto cross championships. 

Being of functional, Swedish design, it 


_ is not surprising that the Husky works 


racer is sanitary in its essentials. The frame 
is two wide diameter tubes joined. by 
pressed steel gussets. Without a magnet 
we can only guess which parts may be 
alloy, but they must have used precious 
little of that famous Swedish steel, because 
the cycle only weighs 205 Ibs. gassed and 
ready to race, as opposed to 227 for the 
Bultaco and Greeves and the Montesa’s 
224 lbs. The rims, desert riders may ‘be 
happy to hear, are steel. 

What is surprising is that the 250 works 
replica comes so close to being set up 
perfectly for California-type racing. It 
breathes through a large, Fram type air 
cleaner. The cycle parts and engine seem 
almost indestructible and even the com- 
paratively tiny seat proves to be quite a 
comfortable pillow. 

All previous bets are off as we await the 
Swedish contestant’s next tussles.

against the cars. There is great satisfaction 

in shutting down a G.T.O. or Corvette. 
ON RUNNING FUEL 

I have noticed a great deal of reluctance 
among cycle drag racers to make the big 
change from gas to fuel. Most of it I think 
is due to a lack of understanding. Some 
have made the error of running “pure 
stuff”, or “pouring the can to it” as we 
say and this may have resulted in com- 
plete engine destruction. Others may go 
quite the opposite and run only 10 or 20 
per cent nitro-methane diluted with alcohol 
or benzol and are quite disappointed in 
the performance results. It has been found 
that the greatest efficiency is obtained by 
running 80 or 90 per cent. The eightv is 
safe and ninety is the “edge’. The power 
output of your engine almost doubles with 
the last two amounts. 

It takes special carbs to run this explo- 
sive because of the tremendous amount tke 
engine will burn, The main jets have to be 
enlarged from 6 to 10 times or more (mul- 
tiplied, not by steps) and so all fuel pas- 
sages have to be able to pass a greater 
quantity. My Honda 450 will burn about 
one half gallon per run with warm-up

time etc.! One surprising thing about “Ni- 
tro” is that by itself it does not burn well, 
in fact, if you pour some on the ground 
and place a match in it, the match may 
go out! This is one reason it must be cut 
with something which makes ignition eas- 
ier, also a hot blue spark at the plug is 
necessary and engine timing must be cor- 
rect for complete combustion. 

While turning the engine over for start 
ing, a good deal of fuel bypasses the piston 
and rings, As a result a complete oil 
change is necessary every 2nd or 3rd run. 
Some play safe and even change after each 
run. When an engine’s work day is over it 
must be run on gasol‘ne or alcohol to clear 
all working parts of “Nitro” residues. If 
allowed to stand without flushing, acids 
will form and do a great amount of dam- 
age’ to working parts. Two of the leading 
distributors of hot fuel are Francisco in 
Glendale and Micky Thompson in Long 
Beach. Next week we will talk about 
“gearing for go”.

Nowto the points. It is interesting to note 
that the recent AMA event at Carlsbad 
women were allowed in the pits, even 
though Mr. Rockwood soundly wrote in 
his column there would be no family 
gathering at the AMA Sportsmen road race 
events, I understand the riders, who were 
mostly ACA members, refused to partici- 
pate if their wives were not allowed in 
the pits. So in order to have the riders, 
wives were permitted, We were amused to 
see that some of those good old Cromwells 
(helmets), used by all international riders 
throughout the entire world, but normally 
banned by the AMA because they are not 
“safe”, were used. Simple answer was if 
the riders had not been able to use their 
helmets, they could not have participated. 
The rigid foot peg rule was also waived, 
which points up the fact that the AMA 
can be flexible, at least in California, in 
order to have an event, and that no pro- 
tests or stoppage of the race occurred be- 
cause of these AMA rules being “violated”. 
We hope that this is a sign of better things 
to come, such as adopting rules which are 
acceptable all over the world as well as 
in the United States. I could list other 
departures from socalled “set” AMA rules.

All this 
time we felt the writer was well-informed, 
but now we realize he really isn’t. Road 
racing has been going on in California 
longer than anywhere else in the United 
States and has been actively run in Calif- 
ornia on almost a month-to-month basis 
since 1958. In fact, some of the herocs of 


the, most recent Carlsbad event have peen 


participating since that time. 

But, of course, we don’t expect himm to 
know about these events since he is only 
one of the outstanding authorities on mo- 
torcycling. We're waiting with very much 
interest to read his comments concerning 
short track racing such as “short track 
racing has returned to Calif, etc.”, since 
the A.C.A. has been promoting short track 
racing at Orange County and South Gate 
speedways over the last three years and it 
has been excellent- training ground for 
some of the riders before moving up to 
AMA-sanctioned Ascot. But, of course, as 
in the past, these events really never oc- 
curred and only now are they here.
